don layers"- -other grades to be "Four 
3rown Fancy Clusters," "Fivo Crown 
Oolicaift Clusters" and "Six Crown 1m- 
)criul Clusters," and each box to bo 
narked with its proper number of 


Second — That there be four standard 


grades of loose raisins, viz. : First, 4- 
ii'own loose ; second, 3-cron*ii looso ; 
,liird, 2-crown looso; Fourth, sccdlcsa 
Muscatels; and that there bo no othor 
;rades of slumlord raisins and each box 
jo marked with its proper number of 
crowns. 


Third— That all damaged lalsins, or 


•aisins not Biilllciuntly cood, to bo classed 
n the aforesaid grades, bo mixed to- 
gether and branded "Loose Muscatels." 


Fourth— That all 
raisins shall tie 


lacked in boxes, no box to exceed llfty 
lounds, net weight. 


Fifth — That no looso raisins except 4- 


crown be packed in twenty pound boxes. 


Sixth— That the grading bo done by 


each packing linn, subject to inspection 
and approval by graders appointed by a 
central 
committee of growers, and 


when approved, the oflicial stamp to be 
>Iaccd on each box by tho inspector. 


Seventh — That the committee of 


'rowers already appointed, bu a com- 
nitteo to devise means for tho appoint- 
neiit of graders (or inspectors) and to 
define their duties subject to tins reso- 
.ioiiH above provided for grading. 


Eigthth— That all raitmiB bo sold at 


shipping points f.o.b. That no con- 
signment bo made by any shipper or 
my packer. That no packer or seller of 
raisins bo allowed to sell to his or their 
agouti; or brokers. That no imckcr or 
seller shall forward goods to his or their 
igent or broker -until ho is in receipt of 
,he mi me of tho actual buyer. That 
ill packers' and eel tors' books shall 
ihvays be open to inspection by the 
executive committee of growers 
(or 


directors) in order to obtain tho name 
of the actual buyers on each and every 


Chilli- — That all packers of raisins — 


co-oporativo or commission — be required 
,o sign the following declaration : 
" We, the undersigned packers, agree 


to conform to the resolutions passed by 
this meeting, and to give our certified 
chocks within two weeks for tho faithful 
carrying out of tlie same, in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000), provided 
eighty (60) per cent of tli<wpack in tho 
San Joaquin valley joii^ns combina- 
tion." 


Tenth — This declaration was signed 


by tho Fraser Fruit Company, per «•. J. 
King; Butler & Forsyth, per A. B. But- 
ler; be I ma Packing Cumjuiny, per M. 
Hides; Griflin it Skelly ('unipuny, per 
W. M. Grillin; Home Packing Com- 
pany, per E. G. Chaddock; Producers 
Packing Company, per J. 11. Kelly: 
Mcsara. W. D. Noble, C, G. llonner ami 
others announced that they would sign, 
but could not without consulting with 
their partners first. 


Eleventh — That all packers of raisins 


— co-operative or commission — who sell 
through parties who have put up a cer- 
tified check for ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) shall onlv be required to put 
up a certified check for live thousand 
($5000) for carrying out tho aforesaid 
conditions and resolutions. 


Twelfth— That all private packers of 


raisins bo required to sign the following 
declaration : "We, the undersigned 
private Backers, packing not more tlian 
tifty cars of raisins, agree to conform to 


the resolutions passed by this meeting, 
and to give our certified checks, within 
two weolct), for tho fuiUiful carrying out 
of tho same in the sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($2500), provided 
that eighty per cent (80 per cent) of the 
pack in the Sun Joaquin valley join this 
combination." 


Thirteenth— The Growers' committee 


announced that they were prepared 
with a scheme for providing tho wa- 
chinerv for carrying out the aforesaid 
resolutions, and" asked tho packers to 
appoint a committee of four to 'confer 
with them.

THE WOOTTON CASE. 


0. A. EVERTS ASKS TO BE AP- 


POINTED TRUSTEE. 


Facts id-ought Out ou (lie Witness 


Stand— An Employe of Wool- 


ton Testifies. 


The two petitions asking for tho ap- 


pointment of trustees for tho estate of 
\VilliamWootton, came up forbearing 
before Judge Harris in department one 
of tho superior court yesterday. The 
petition asking the appointment of 
Dennis Bonahoo was withdrawn by 
Mark Walser. The other petition of G. 
A.. Everts, the public administrator, 
was brought to an issue. A number of 
witnesses were examined and was con- 
tinned one weak in order Unit other 
witnesses could be secured. 


Tho will of Wootton, dated October 


28, 1879, which he declares lo bo his hint 
will and testament, waa introduced by 
the public administrator. It bequeaths 
all his property to his brother Thomas 
Wootton in England. The witnesses to 
tho document uro M, Bravorman and 
Julius Levy, both of Visalia. K. M. 
Bimtley and Tipton Lindsay, also of 
Visalia, are named as executors. 


W. H. McKon/io was put on the 


stand, and testified that tho signature 
was genuine. 


The testimony of Charles Hohloff was 


the moHt important of the proceedings. 
Hu was working for WooLlon on his 
ranch at tho time of his diuappcaranco 
Ho Hititl that he was putting in wheat on 
Fobrr.ury ltd, the day of Wootton's 
disappearance, about three hundred 
yards from the houso. Hti went, to tho 
house nt. noon, and found Sanders and 
Wootton there, and all threis partook of 
a meal that bo cooked. Hu loft the 
house about '2 o'clock and returned to 
his work, and asked Sanders, who said 
ho was goinjf to leave, lo throw off some 
wheat for him near where he was 
plowing. 


About 4 o'clock ho said, Hint two HIGH 


with a mulo team hitched to a buck- 
board drove away from the house on the 
country roiul, which was about 200 yards 
from where he was* working. Ho rccog- 
nixed tho team as that of Sanders, but 
could not positively identify the men, 
although ho said one was dressed liku 
Wootton. 


Tho team stopped near a fence and tho 


wheat wiis thrown off as requested, and 
they drove off at a rapid pace. 


When ho went back to the house he 


found everything !n order, except that a 
tin box was lying open upon • tho table.

lutely necessary to look elsewhere than 
to the American svatemof protection for 
the cause of failing profile in farm 
products. 


That the Gristing 
depression 
is 


actually due to the constantly appre- 
ciating value of money under the single 
gold standard system ol finance, nnd 
not to the protection system, is made 
apparent by the fact tbnt the depression 
is general throughout the world, but is 
decidedly less disastrous in this country 
under protection than it is in England 
under free trade. 


An article in a London newspaper a 


few months aco makes a most discour- 
aging showing lor English farmers, 
among other things stating that farmers 
were giving their laborea notice that 
their wages would henceforth be re- 
duced by 2 shillings (60 cents) per week. 
The normal rate of pay for farm hand E 
—able-bodied men—in England is from 
»2.75 to »3, and the notice of the con- 
templated reduction in wages was ac- 
companied by the statement that "great 
distress was apprehended in the rural 
districts during the winter montlis." 


From some parts ot England—notably 


the counties of Essex, Suffolk and Nor- 
folk—come accounts of farm bouses 
and fences laiiing to decay; of fertile 
fields that arc now a prey to the thistle 
and the dock. The report oi the royal 
commission on labor refers in significant 
terms to the terrible condition into 
•which the agriculture oi England has 
fallen, and Mints, as a sample of many 
cases, to one instance of a farm whicl 
produced to the landlord ten years ago 
a rental of M100 net, and which now 
will only let for »500 a year. This wa 
in the county of Norfolk. 


C. S. Reed, an authority on thes 


questions, read a paper on this subjec 
al the Statistical society last year, an 
he said that the country people wh 
were formerly well-to-do were now com 
pelled to let their residences and th 
"snorting" privileges to Londoners ;tha 
thev themselves are forced to reside i 
one of the small farmhouses on the es 
late, while their children are educate 
as cheaply as possible on the continent. 
Mr. Heed assured bis audience that a 
very similar state of things prevailed in 
adjoining counties. 


At the last national conference of ag- 


riculturists held in 1892 in England, it 
iiclmunl nddlilor,. 


was decided that tho main cause of the 
depression was due to unfair foreign 
competition, and that nothing but die- 
=criminating duties levied against foreign 
competing products would prevent the 
ultimate ruin of agriculture in the 
United Kingdom. 
British land, to- 


gether with its cultivators, is getting 
gradually impoverished, and its returns 
are lessening for the simple reason that 
it does not pay to cultivate highly at the 
present prices of agricultural products. 


We ban no greater authority nn this 


question than the late Sir James Oaird, 
who stated in 1886 that landlords had 
lost 1150,000,000 of their income from 
land; tenant farmers more than half 
their income, and laborers (12,500,000 
of their income, estimated together at 
$215,000,000 annually. It was further 
added that between June, 1890, and 
June, 1892, farmers lost (365,000,000 of 
their capital. 


There are quite 24,000,000 acres under 


cultivation in the United Kingdom, and 
if we assume that fifteen years ago this 
land was worth (230 per acre and that 
it is only worth (160 now, the total na- 
tional loss amounts to (2,400,000,000. 
This is a permanent loss, affecting the 
real securities of the country. 


These farts are gradually sinking into 


the pnblic mind. Even Mr. Gladstone 
is not oblivious to the gigantic evil. 
Bpeaking in 1890 at the Cobden club 
that statesman had to confess that 
"Protection has gained ground of late 
years." It was very significant of the 
progress of public opinion that one of 
the speakers, Mr. H. H. Scott, at a late 
meeting of the British association, 
strongly advocated an import duty on 


• foreign barley, while Dr. Fream, tbe 


celebrated agricultural expert, also ad- 
rocated a dnty of 26 cents per quarter on 
imported wheat.

City Superintendent T. 1,. llealon 


submitted bis annual report to the 
board, which was read and ordered (lied. 
The following is the report: 


Fresno, Cal , June 16,18!>4. 


To the Honorable 1'oard of Education: 


I deem it wisi; ut this lime to call 


special attention to the work of the 
schools just closed. The year has been, 
in many respects, a progressive one. 


yemi-annual promotions were intro- 


duced this year and found to be a great 
improvement over the former method. 
Children are better classified, making 
the teaching more thorough and cfli- 
cient. Pupils falling behind tbeirgrade 
from sickness or other causa miss but 
half u year by failure of promotion, 
while bright naturcd pupils may be 
promoted at any time when able to do 
the work of the'uext grade. 


ITnder the new system "individual 


teaching" has received more attention 
than ever before. Pupils are taught in 
smaller classes and the 
work bet- 


ter 
applied 
to each 
pupil's 
de- 


velopment. 
Much 
use 
has 
been 


made of the public library in school 
work. The course ot study contains the 
noat essentiail things for the average 
nipil, but omits many things important 
o the best education. Ti.esc are best 
supplied bv supplementary reading. 
The bright* pupil is able to do mnre 
hau is laid down in the course of study 
n stead of being crowded through tho 
work into gradea for which he baa not 
sullicient maturity, is encouraged to 
supplement the work of the schoolroom 
by reading from books, papers and 
mauazines on the teachers' desks, or 
roin works drawn from the public 
ibrary. To this end lists of books have 
teen given to each grade above third 
or home reading during the term and 
or vacation. The average pupil is fully 
occupied with the work laid down in 
the course of study. Pupils below the 
average are best provided for by depart* 
neiit work, in which a small number of 
studies may be taken for a longer time, 
ty these various means the best results 
oeaeh individual may bo secured with- 
out sacrificing the benefits of grading 
ind organization. 


Department work in the seventh and 
nd eighth grades baa in operation for 


tiiree years. All pupils of these grades 
ire brought together in one buildingand 
.aught by the same Bet of teachers, each 
cacber hearing all pupils iu her special 
subjects. Department work has been 
ricd lliis vear in thu llfth and sixth 
grades at ihe Central school, with ex- 
cellent results. The teaching has been 


uch better and tho discipline in no 
minor inferior. 1 recommend that the 


system be further extended. The seventh 
ind eighth grades will be much larger 
r.ext year and another teacher will be 


sede'd for thu work. 
For several years we have had a spe- 


cial teacher of music. The results prove 
,he expenditure to bo a wise one. The 
next special teacher our schools need in 
in drawing. 
Drawing is one of the 


ncaiiH of expressing and 
re.'civing 


.huiight. in vnltiu, next Iu huiguaifn. 
t should be taught, therefore, for its 
irnctical as well as for its art is tin re- 
jults. Tlie work in this subject is fairly 
;ood ; for best results we must have a 
ipecially trained teacher. 


In reading, thu schools have improved 


much during the year. The state series 


poor in quality and iuadc-CjUfttu in 
lount. A large amount of reading is 


lone to familiarize thu pupil with tho 
jest thought, to enlarge his vocabulary 
and to increase his information. H is 
jcttor to read many things than a few 
.bln^s many times. Better results in 
expression arc obtained by furnishing 
the pupil each day with new thought. 
The primary and grammar courses have 
been greatly enriched during the last 
lew years. Many subjects formerly loft 
For the high school or college are now 
simplified and introduced to thu lower 
grades. Among these are, travel, biogra- 
phy, 
history and natural science. These 


arc presented in form of supplementary 
reading, such books being supplied as 
part of tlie school library. Two-thirds 
of our pupils, who do not get beyond 
the sixth grade, thus gain some knowl- 
edge of these important subjects, while 
those who go through high school and 
collegf! attain better results from having 
had tliis early training. Some ul our 
supplementary readers arc worn out, 
and need replacing. \Ve need new ones 
on other subjects. About $50U should 
be raised for this purpose. 


Spelling is taught in connection witli 


rending. Pupils are taught to observe 
the forms of words, and thus to lc.irn 
spelling in all subjects where language 
is used. Special drill is given on words 
of common occurrence, and freanentuso 
of the dictionary is encouraged. .Six 
unabridged dictionaries will be needed 
next year. 


The first work in arithmetic is with 


objects to give correct conceptions o: 
number.' Much kindergarten work is 
here used. Accuracy and rapidity are 
insisted upon throughout. The tirst yeura 
are devoted inainly to the mastery o 
abstract 
work, 
problems 
involving 


reasoning coining later. 


Pupils are taught to reason upon al 


questions, not to work from memorized 
rule. Many subjects formerly taught 
in arithmetic hayu been omitted as ol 
little or no practical value, and the time 
thus saved devoted to mental arith- 
metic. 


Algebra, involving equations of one 


unknown quantity, has this year been 
introduced into tlie eighth grade, and 
has proved a valuable aid iu the easy 
and rapid solution of problems from 
fractions through percentage. 
This 


year's experience proves that algebra 
may be introduced much lower tbun tho 
eighth grade, and be a valuable aid to 
tfiu arithmetic. BnainC£3 demands that 
problems should bo solved in tbe quick- 
est and easiest way. 
A fuller course in 


commercial arithmetic ia given in tho 
high echool. 


Elementary geometry, consisting of 


drawing, constructions and demonstra- 
tions, forms piirt of the grammar grade 
course, and affords the best preparation 
for 
systematic algebra in tlio high 


fichool. This work meets with the ap- 
proval of tlie State University and edu- 
cators generally. 
language is taught with reference to 


itfluse. His a daily exercise through- 
out tlie schools. The lir-t work is oral, 
consisting of conversation and the cor- 
rection of the most common errors. A 
thought to express and a dusire to ex- 
press, it gives the best written work in 
language. Objects of interest are taken 
as mihjects of composition. With this 
are taught use of capitals, punctuation, 
spelling, aenlence-building and para- 
graphing.

study. The Forces of nature which havo 
uade tho physical earth may be ob- 
served and many of them understood by 
small children. These forces magnified 
itroduco mountain i-lnuiiB ami tjtiupe 
continents.. Local geography broadens 
out into county, state and nation. Much 
importance is attached to commercial 
jeograimy. The simplest facts of com- 
merce are observed and their reasons 
found. The natural resources of each 
country aro studied, their products 
noted and imports and exports ex- 
plained. Physical geography is early 
introduced and made to explain farts of 
political goo:r.ipliy. Map drawing and 
relief maps in sand aro given an 
important place. The best geography 
is a book of travel in the bunds of the 
[tupil, with an open map beloro him. 
We havo had one such set of geography 
readers this year, and tho best work lias 
iieeu done rt tho grades using these 
icoktr. 1 trust we may have sots illus- 
trating other portions of geography 
text year. These booke, owned by the 
school, form part ot ita permanent ap- 
paratus. 


The best teaching of history was the 
ext book us a guide to a course in his- 
.orient reading. This necessitates a 
ibrary of standard works on historical 
tubjects. Lacking this, our work has 
'allt'ti far short of our ideal. Our bond 
iind may be used for equipping our 
ligh school. I suggest that $500 be put 
nto the high school library, so that thu 
school may have the use of it from the 
jegi tilling of next term. 


Science teaching in the high school 


needs reference books and labaratury 
supplies, winch may also be purchased 
TOIU the bond fund. The debates in 
;he BDiiior class, which have awakened 
so much interest and been productive of 
so many good results, should be en- 
couraged by a number of periodicals and 
papers for the school. 


We are endeavoring to dp in nine 


months the work for 
which other 


schools have tenor ten and n half. This 
crowds our work and makes it in many 
respects unsatisfactory. 1 believe pro- 
vision should bo made next year for 
.hirty-eight weeks of school. 


I airain call your attention to the com- 


pulsory education law and ask that you 
nake provision for its enforcement. 
It 


in cheaper to educate children than to 
illnw them to grow up in ignorance and 
rice.
